Ten, and receiving the ſame gracious 
Anſwer to that Queſtion, as he had 
done to the foregoing, he ſollicited 
no further, but return'd unto his own 
Place; concluding either tliat there 
was that number of Righteous there, 
| and 
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and that the City would be ſpar'd, 


or that if there was not, it would 
be unreaſonable to ask it. 


THe Occaſion of the Words being 


thus related, the Application of them 
will be but too eaſy to the Buſineſs 
we are here met about. That the 
Tniquities of our ſinful Land are grie- 
vous, is what we want no Proof of; 
that the Vengeance of Go p, is hover- 


ing over us we very juſtly appre- 


hend ; and the Number of the Righ- 


teous in theſe large and populous 
Kingdom is, we fear, exceeding ſmall 
in Proportion to the Multitude of Sin- 


ners. From Abraham's Reaſoning there- 


fore with Gov, and the iſſue of it in 
the Caſe of Sodom, I ſhall for our 
preſent Inſtruction, deduce theſe e follow -

＋ 4 E Diſpenſations of Providence 
in Regard to 'Temporal Judgments, 
ſeem to be under the Direction of 
great Wiidom ; for ſhould Go p take 
no Vengeance at all here, it might 
be queſtlon'd, Whether he took notice 
of Mens W. ickednels whether he had 
Holines enough to diſlike, or Power 
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to chaſtiſe it; and on the other Hand, 
ſhould he Aar let looſe his Wrath, 
where it is deſerv'd, Men might be 
tempted to argue, that there is no 
other Life but this, nor any Occaſion 

for a future Tryal.

To guard ther efore againſt the Ca- 
vils of thoſe who would inſinuate, 
That there is no Goo, or no Provi- 
dence, the ALmiGHTY ſometimes 
makes bare his Arm, and ſends down 
upon the Unrighteous viſible and awa- 
kening Judgments. And yet withall to 
ſhew the Expediency of a future State, 
and of Retributions to come, he per- 
mits others to go unpuni{h'd here and 
to be carry'd to the Grave in Peace, 
and without any viſible Judgments o- 
vertaking them. And when it ſeems 
requiſite to Gop to puniſh a ſinful 
Nation by ſending Sword, or Peſti- 
lence, or any other Inſtruments of his 
Wrath, good and bad Men muſt be 
liable, as to all outward Circumſtances, 
to ſhare alike in the Calamity. If, for 1 

by B In ; 
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Inſtance, They are invaded by a con- 
quering Enemy, the Condition of Sla- 
very becomes Univerſal; if Famine be 
to rage in the Land, the Neceſſities of 
good Men being the ſame with thoſe 
of bad, Scarcity and Hunger, will di- 
ſtreſs and famiſh both alike; if the Pe- 
ſtilence be to diffuſe itſelf, all that 
breath the ſame Air, feed on the ſame 
Diet, and have like Conſtitutions will 
be equally ſubject to fall before it. 


LT is true, indeed, that Goo might 
by a miraculous Interpoſal make a 
Difference, and ſo perhaps he often does 


Without our diſcerning it; but there 


is no Occaſion for his doing ſo to vin- 
dicate his Juſtice ; temporal Proſperity 


being matter of mere Favour from 
Providence, and what good Men can 


claim no Right to; For the Bleſſings 
which Religion promiſes, are of a 
Spiritual Nature, its Treaſures are in- 
viſible, and the Kingdom which it ſpeaks 
of, and the Crown it offers are ſuch 


as Fleſh and Blood cannot inherit. 
Nay, 
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Nay, were temporal Evils to be al- 
ways look d upon as a ſure Mark of 
Gop's Diſpleaſure, yet even upon this 
Suppoſition the Divine Providence 
might involve good Men in National 
Judgements without the Charge of 
Injuſtice; becauſe tho' ſome Men are 
better than others, yet the very beſt 


deſerve Correction and Puniſhment at 
GoD's Hands. 


To argue therefore in any Calamity 


befalling a great many at once, That 


there were no righteous Men amongſt 
them, or that if there were, Gop's 
Providence muſt be blind, and his Way 
unequal, is inconcluſive Reaſoning, and 
to aſſert it from the Text is falſe 
Doctrine; for we find no Deciſion 
given to the Queſtion in general, 
Whether to deſtroy the Righteous 
with the Wicked, were inconſiſtent 
with the Divine Juſtice; it being 
only faid, That in that particular 
Caſe, and upon Abraham's Interceſſion, 
had Sodom had Ten good Men in 

B 2 u 
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it Go p would have. ſpared it; not 


that he was oblig'd to do ſo in Ju- 


frice, but inclined in Mercy. 


AND indeed, the Meaſures of 
G o p's Providence in taking Ven- 
geance, are, for the moſt part, tem- 
per'd with ſo much Mercy, as to 
incline Him to ſpare Multitudes of 


Sinners, for the ſake of a few Righ- 


- teous. . When the Iſraelites had offend- 


ed GOD to ſuch a degree by wor- 
Thipping the molten Calf that his Wrath 


wax'd hot, and He was ready to 


confume them, for Moſes's Sake he 
with-held his Hand, and repented of 
the Evil which he thought to do un- 


to them. In like manner Potiphar's 
Houſe, and Pharaol's Kingdom pro. 
ſper'd on account of Joſeph, and a 
Bleſſing was brought upon the Arms 
of Saul for David's Services. And it 
was by Reaſon of the Land's Treſ- 


paſſing very grievouſſy, that the Word 


the Lox» declar'd by Ezekiel, That 


when Famine, noiſome Beaſts, Sword, or 


| Peſtilence, 
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Peſtilence, or any other Inſtrument * of 
Go 's Fury ſhould be ſent againſt 


it, Tho Noah, Daniel and Job were Ezck. ziv. 


in it they ſhould deliver but their own 
Souls by their Righteeuſneſs. Which 
Declaration as it ſhew'd that particu- 
lar Sentence to be irreverſible, ſo it 


was an imply'd Conceſſion, that in 


all ordinary Caſes it was otherwiſe , 
and that generally ſpeaking ſuch good 
Men did turn away the Divine Wrath 
from a wicked Land, and preſerve others 
by their Righteouſneſs, 


Or what Conſequence therefore, 
may we juſtly inferr , that even a few 
good Men are in the World, and 
what an Advantage Men of true Re- 


ligion are to any Society or Nati- 


on? 


I x the Eſtimations of worldly Wif- 
dom, Mea are apt to argue the 
Happineſs of a People, from their Num- 
bers, Riches, Power, Skill or Induſtry, 
but one who conſiders the true Springs 

of 
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of Go Providence would Reaſon at 
another Rate, and conclude, upon 
furer Grounds, That the Glory of 2 
Land is its Religion, and its Happi- 

neſs to be judg'd of by the Number of 
holy and upright Men who ſerve God 
in it. For tho the Circumſtances of 
fuch put them in no Capacity of Pub- 


lick Service, they have an Intereſt with 


Him, who ruleth over all, and is higher 


| than the higheſt, 


Ix this Senſe therefore, and in its 


Influence the ſpeculative and retir'd Life, 


may be the moſt active; the Devotion 
of ſome in their Cloſets, may give a 
Providential Turn to the Debates and 
Reſolutions of others in Council; 6y 
this, even, Ring, may reign, and Princes 
degree Juſtice, the Happineſs of Nati- 


ons may be ſecur'd or increas d, their 


ſecret Enemies be diſappointed, 70 their 


| avow'd ones flee before them, 


Ax p this Reflection may greatly 


help to eaſe the Minds of good Men, 


and 
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and to humble and confound bad ones; 
the former may ſatisfy themſelves thiit 
in any Condition of Life, while they 
are dutiful to Gop, they may, tho 
unknown to themſelves, be Publick Be- 
nefactors; and the latter can ne'er be 
ſure but that the pious Man whom 
they ſet at nought, and the Service of 
Gon, which they make a Mock at, 
may be the true and only Cauſe of all 
their Proſperity. 


Ax if the Caſe be thus, can the 
Wiſdom of a Nation be better ſhewa 
or more uſefully employ'd than in pro- 


moting the Fear of Gov, and the in- 


fluence of Religion? Can our earthly 
Rulers more effectually conſult even the 
— Temporal Happineſs of their Subjects, 


or be the Miniſters of God to them for 


2 greater Good, than the obtaining 


Bleſſings for their Dominions and them 
ſelves, by making uſe of all the proper 


Methods of turning many unto Reghteoaſe 
m/ss To preſerve Peace on Earth 


indeed the End of their Inſtitution, and 
| the 
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the Buſineſs of their Officd, but the 
Character they bear, and the Dignity 


they are inveſted in, does but increaſe 


their Obligation to countenance Go v's 
Publick Worſhip by an exemplary 
Piety. As they are the Subſtitutes 
and Vicegerents of Gop, and ordain'd 


of Him, as their Rank and Station in 


this World is allotted them by His Pro- 
vidence, the Diſtribution of all their Re- 


wards and Puniſhments, . and every Act 


of their Authority may lawfully, and 
with Honour, be directed to the ſet- 
ting forth of His Glory. 


1 Bur while we thus account for the 
Methods of Providence here on Earth, 


we muſt beware of carrying this Ar- 
gument further than it will hold, by 
ſuppoſing, that the fame Face of Af. 
fairs is to continue when this World 
is at an end. For it is only here that 
the Sins of the Wicked can involve 
the Righteous in Calamities ; or that 
the Piety of a few holy Men can ſcreen 
a Multitude of Sinners: Circumſtances 
24 . hereafter 
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hereafter will be quite otherwiſe, when 
there comes to be no Diſtinction of 
Nations or Societies; when all Civil 
and Political Relation is at an end, and 
the Kindreds and Languages of the 
Earth are diſſolv'd into a State of In- 
dependency. Every Breaſt will then 
be taken up with a ſeparate Intereſt, 
each Offender will ſtand ſingle, be try'd 
alone, and receive a perſonal Sen- 
tence. 


TRR Wheat and the Tares which 
took Root in the ' ſame Soil, which 
ſprang up and grew together by the 
ſame Showers, and the fame Sun's In- 
fluence, will, at the Harveſt of the 
World, have a final Separation. The 
Sheep and the Goats which fed together, 
and equally enjoy'd the Shepherd's Care 
here, will then be put aſunder, and 
the one ſet on the Right-hand for 
Honour, and the other on the Left 
for Diſhonour. Even Abraham, Sodom's 
Advocate in the Text, will then Rea- 
ſon in a different Strain, and urge, as 
C 


he.

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5 he did in the Caſe of the Rich Man 

and Lazaras, That between the Bleſſed 
and the Miſerable there is a wide Gulf 
fix d, which neither the one nor the 
other can paſs over; that they are ne- 
ver again to ſhare Happineſs or Cala- 
mities in common, but muſt remain 
excluded from all Intercourſe by an 

_ eternal Separation. 


Havins thus obſerv'd how Gop's 
Providence might deal with Cities and 
Nations in Juſtice, how He common- 
ly does deal by them in Mercy, and . 
of what Conſequence a few good Men 
are in the World; a due Reflection 
thereupon, will furnith our Minds with 
aà ready Explication of ſome Occurrences 
in the Courſe of God's Providence, 
which are apt to perplex and diſcou- 
rage good Men, and to make Sinners 
grow daring. Does Gop tell Abraham, 
that for the Sake of Ten Righteous..-he 
would overlook the Provocations of a 
populous City, would let it {till flou- 
riſn and enjoy the Comfort of his Blef- | 
: | ſings,

ſings, tho? the Cry of their Iniquity 


was great and their Sin grievous ; 
how applicable an Inſtruction is this to 
the Governors of this World, not to be 
diſcourag'd from the Exerciſe of a Pub- 
lick Spirit, for want of a Publick Ac- 
| knowledgment; but to bear, like Pro- 
vidence, with the Murmurs and In- 
gratitude of the Major Part, and be 
contented to conferr Benefits at large, 
and to throw away gracious Offices 
upon many undeſerving Men, for the 


Sake of their lighting upon ſome 28 
Ones? 


Do we ſee Cities and Nations a- 
bandon'd to all Vice, and polluted with 
every Sin of Sodom, and yet no Ven- 


geance from above, no Fire from Hea- 


ven pour'd down upon them, and may 
we not . conclude that they are ſpared 
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at the ſecret Interceſſion of ſome Abra- 


ham, and for the Sake of a few Righ- 
teous? Do Sinners proſper in the 


World, have they Riches in Poſſeſſion, 
do neither their Deceit nor Injuſtice

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root them out of the Earth nor blaft 
their Credit? And may it not be ar- 


gued that, They are permitted to thrive, 


by the Bleſſing and for the Benefit of 


a Relation or Dependent ; for ſome 
good Man's Sake who relies upon and 


ſubſiſts by them, muſt be a Sharer in 


their Misfortunes, and be cruſh'd in 
their Ruins? 


IN the Method of Go p's Govern- 
ment of the World, the Point in View, 
is always to conſult the Welfare and 
Benefit of the whole; to let looſe or 
reſtrain his Vengeance not with Re- 
ſpect to the Offenders themſelves, nor 
in Proportion to their Crimes; but as 


immediate Judgment, or Forbearance, 


will beſt anſwer the Purpoſes of his 
general Deſign, as all Things conſider- 
ed, and in the Main, the Intereſt and 
good Government of the World may 
make it requiſite. Happy were it could 
our earthly Rulers copy after that un- 
erring Wiſdom ; could the Reſentments 
of paſſionate Man be calmly regulated 


by 
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by a like Conduct, and his Juſtice and 
Judgment ſo executed, after the Ex- 


ample of Providence, as to terminate 
always in the common Benefit, 


WHATEVER our National Deſerts 
have been, our Publick Affairs have 
tor many Years been ſo proſperous, 
chat from the beginning of the preſent. 
Reign to this Time, all our extraordi- 
nary Occaſions of addreſſing ourſelves 
to GOD have been for Praiſe and 
Thanſgiving. The Honour of the Bri- 
tiſh Throne has ſcarce ever been at an 
higher Pitch of Glory for ſuccouring 
diſtreſsd Nations, and reſtraining un- 
juſt Powers from invading the Rights 
of others, and diſturbing the Repoſe of 
Chriſtendom, The Ballance of Europe, 
by an able Adminiſtration ſtill hangs 
upon the Britiſh Sceptre, and its Aux- 
iliary Fleets continue to give Law 
from the Frozen to the Torrid Tone, 

and even as far as the Seas themſelves 

are ſpread upon the Globe. And whil:: 
we are celebrated Abroad as the Guar- 
dians 
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dians of injured Nations, the Scourge 
and Terror of Oppreſſors, we have the 
Happineſs to be bleſs'd at Home with 


as full an Enjoyment, as we can wiſh 
for, of our Religion, Laws, and Li- 


berties. And even in this our Day of 


Dejection, that which brings us toge- 
ther now to proſtrate ourſelves and de- 
precate the Wrath of Gop in Chri- 
ſtian Sackcloth and Aſhes, 7. e. with 
Weeping, Faſting and Praying, is ra- 
ther the Apprehenſion of what our 
Neighbouring Nations ſuffer, than any 
Strokes of the Divine Vengeance we 
yet feel ourſelves. 


IT is true, that we are not with- 
out our Diſappointments and Uneaſi- 
neſſes, the pleaſing Hopes and too eager 
Deſires of Gain have held us for a 
Time under ftrong Deluſions; after 
flattering ourſelves in a Golden Dream, 
that we were heaping up immenſe 


Treaſures, and poſſeſſing ourſelves of 
_ endleſs Wealth, we are diſſatisfy'd, 


now we are awake again, that thoſe 
imaginary 


before the Houſe of Commons. 
imaginary Riches have not prov'd real 
Ones, But as among Private Perſons 
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the Way to judge of any one's Condi. 


tion is to view it with that of other 
Men; ſo the Proſperity of Nations and 
Kingdoms will be beſt eſtimated by a 
Compariſon. And if we caſt our Eyes 
over the ſeveral States of Exrope, we 
ſhall find that the Evils which we 
complain of are ſuch only as the hap- 
pieſt of our Neighbours ſhare in com- 
mon with us; but it we take a View 
of others, what Scenes of Deſolation 
by Fire and Sword may we behold in 
a Northern, and once flouriſhing King- 
dom ? What cruel Devaſtations and Ra- 
vages has the wild Boar out of the To- 
reſt been making with more than Go- 
thick Barbarity ? 


Is we turn our Eyes Southward, 
where the deſtroying Angel has been 
pouring out the Vials of God's Wrath up- 
an Thouſands, and Ten Thouſands ; where 
the Peſtilence ſtill walketh in Darkneſs, 
and the Sickneſs waſteth at Noon-day, how 

miſerable 
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miſerable a Spectacle muſt that deſo- 


late Land afford, and that once joyous 


City, whoſe Merchants, as the Prophet 
ſays of Hre, were Princes, and whoſe 
Traffickers were the Honourable of the Earth? 
And while Sword and Peſtilence have 


afflicted theſe unhappy Quarters of 


Earope from the one Sea to the other, 
we have been alarm'd from the Center of 
it by Lamentations ana Mourning and Wo, 
Our injur'd Brethren of the Reformed 
Religion being weary'd by Oppreſſion, 
and finding the Yoke of their Bon- 
dage become inſupportable, have ſa 
loudly Implor'd Succour of the Su- 
preme Defender of the Faith, as to en- 
gage our Sovereign's Councils, His moſt 


powerful Interpoſals, and even his per- 


ſonal Appearance abroad, to animate 
the Proteſtant Powers in aſſerting 
their Rights and Priviledges, and with- 
ſtanding the Encroachments of an Ar- 
Ditary and Perſecuting Spirit. 


Fo x what Reaſons we are > thus 
diſtinguiſhed by the Care of Provi- 
dence, 
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dence, and have not ſhar'd in the Ca- 
lamities which theſe unhappy Regions 
of Europe have been groaning under 
is to us a Secret: To look upon it as 
the Reward of our ſuperior Holineſs 
would be great Vanity; and to charge 
the ſuffering Nations with having been 
Sinners above all others would be uncha- 
ritable. It is moſt likely that by the Pray- 
ers, and for the ſake of the Rigfiteous 
within our Gates, the Scourge of Goo 
is with-held for a Seaſon, and His Ven- 
geance delayed only, and that except we 
repent we ſball all likewiſe periſh. 


To avert which we can take no 
better Courſe than by a ſincere and 
thorough Reformation, by endeavouring 
to become worthy of the continuance 
of that indulgent Providence which 
has hitherto watch'd over us. To 
which End, Profaneſs and Infidelity, 
ſhould be every where diſcountenan- 
ced, the Honour and Service of GOD 
be duly regarded, and all poſſible in- 
creaſe be made of the Number of the 

D Righteous, 
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Righteous, that we may have Advo- 
cates in the Day of Diſtreſs to ſtand, 

| like Moſes and Plineas in the Gap, and 

ſo ſtay the Deſtroying Ange l, that tho 

Pſalm xi 2 Thouſand fall beſices us, cud Ten thou-
